REPORT 


of  the 

ST.  JUST  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


February  9th.  1907. 

Mr.  Chairman  ana  Gentlemen, 

Luring  the  year  1906  there  were  130  births  registered,  58  males  and 
72  females,  4  less  than  the  year  preceding,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  23.02 
per  thousand  of  the  population. 

98  deaths  were  registered,  50  males  and  48  females,  an  increase  of 

14  deaths  on  the  previous  year,  giving  a  death  rate  of  17.35  per  thousand 
of  the  population. 

Sixteen  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year,  a  decrease  of  8 
as  compared  with  1905,  which  is  satisfactory.  There  were  8  deaths  from 
1-5  years,  seven  from  5-15  years,  three  from  15-25  years,  thirty  from  25- 
65  years,  and  thirty-four  from  65  years  and  upwards. 

Heart-disease  has  claimed  most  victims,  15,  an  increase  of  6. 

Phthisis  is  second  with  14  cases,  an  increase  of  2.  (I  may  here  state 
that  many  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  Miners'  Phthisis,  a  very  distinct 
disease  from  that  of  Tubercular  Phthisis,  but  for  statistical  purpose  is 
classed  under  the  same  heading)  Ten  deaths  were  due  to  Apoplexy,  8  to 
cancer,  6  to  senile  decay,  5  to  bronchitis,  4-  each  to  diarrhoea,  pneumonia, 
other  tubercule  diseases  and  accidents,  2  each  to  enteritis,  cirrhosis  of 
liver,  premature  birth,  diabetes,  suicides,  1  each  to  erysipelas,  ether 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  Brights  disease,  washed  ashore,  'and 
9  to  all  other  causes. 

You  have  before  you,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  a  decreasing  birth  rate,  and 
an  increased  death  rate. 

There  were  55  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  under  the  Act, 

15  diphtheria,  (1  membranous  croup),  18  erysipelas,  22  scarlet  lever.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  only  two  cases  proved  fatal,  one  being  erysipelas,  and 
the  other  diphtheria.  The  total  cost  under  this  Act  to  the  Council  was

I  have  made  systematic  and  repeated  inspections  cf  the  various  pa^ts 
of  the  district  as  required  by  the  Board,  and  on  the  whole  found  the  sani¬ 
tary  state  satisfactory  under  the  circumstances;  the  cleansing  of  privies 
and  removal  of  ashes  &c.  are  still  carried  out  very  well.  The  slaughter 


houses  are  registered,  and  have  been  Kept  in  a  clean  condition,  and  refuse 
removed  as  required  under  the  Act.  Bakehouses  are  clean  and  well  Kept, 
and  there  can  be  no  objection  to  their  being  registered  at  once,  which  I 


recommend 


There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital,  but  home  isolation  has  been  readily 
complied  with. 


There  is  no  disinfecting  apparatus,  but  a  quantity  of  disinfectants 
is  Kept,  and  supplied  when  required. 


Regulations  under  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  Act,  which  I  recommended 


have  net  been  formulated,  but  are  under  your  consideration 


A  great  change  has  come  ever  the  Parish  in  the  last  year,  and  its 


industries  have  taken  such  a  decided  turn  for  the  better,  in  sympathy  with 


the  rest  of  the  mining  districts  cf  Cornwall,  that  a  duty  devolves  on  you, 


as  a  Council,  to  meet  in  the  near  future  the  growing  wants  of  what  will  be 


a  rapidly  increasing  population.  Already  plans  for  domestic  buildings  have 


been  submitted  to  this  Council  for  your  approval,  and  which,  I  take  it, is 


blit  a  trifle  compared  to  that  which  will  ccrne  before  you  scon.  With  your 


help,  I  hope  the  sanitary  obligations  will  be  carried  out  in  connection 
with  these  buildings  that  they  may  prevent  disease  from  that  source. 

Overcrowding  will  have  to  be  carefully  locked  into,  which  may  be 

« 

caused  by  a  large  influx  Into  the  district  owing  to  the  increasing  demand 
for  labour.  At  present  the  accommodation  is  sufficient. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  am  again  compelled  to  bring  up  the  subject 
of  a  water  supply.  As  you  have  been  told  from  time  to  time  that  it  has 
been  much  needed  in  the  past,  the  same  want  exists  to-day,  only  intensified 
Mr.  Preston  Thomas,  on  his  visit  to  you,  spoke  very  clearly  on  the  subject, 
and  I  can  only  appeal  to  you  again  to  take  active  measures  on  this  all 


important  question. 
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The  Sewage  of  this  town  must  he  subservient  to  a  water  supply,  and 
no  satisfactory  condition  can  exist  until  such  water  supply  is  obtained. 

I  regret  you  have  not  carried  out  my  repeated  recommendation  of  piping 
the  sewer  past  the  village  of  Bosorne.
